Onea penny, two a penny, Hot Cross Buns—You probably remember 
the poem and the luscious fruit-filled huns from your childhood. Now, 
during the Lenten season, make Hot Cross Buns for your children (make 
plenty as the oldsters enjoy them, too), Here are the easy directions. 


HOT CROSS BUNS 


2 packages of cakes yeast, 4 
active dry or compresse 


3, eggs 


'2 medium sized potatoes 
WY cup milk 

cup sugar 
a; Fesmnenns salt 414 cups sifted enriched flour 
4 cup margarine or butter Grated peel of 1 lemon 
¥Y cup warm, not hot, water 34 cup raisins 7 

(lukewarm for compressed yeast) 14 cup sifted confectioners’ sugar 


Pare and boil potatoes. Drain and put through ricer or mash until smooth. 
Scald milk. Stir in sugar, salt, butter and 34 cup of the potatoes. Cool to 
Jukewarm. Measure water into a large mixing bowl. (warm, not hot, 
water for active dry yeast; lukewarm water for compressed yeast). Sprin- 
kle or crumble in yeast, stir until dissolved. Add lukewarm milk-potato 
mixture. Beat two of the eggs and add to yeast mixture. Stir in half of 
the flour.and lemon peel. Beat until smooth. Add remaining flour or 
enough to-make an easily handled dough. Turn out on lightly floured 
board and knead quickly and lightly until smooth and elastic —about 
8 to 10 minutes. Ler rise until doubled in bulk, Punch dough down and 
turn out on lightly floured board. Knead raisins into dough. Divide dough 
in half; form each half into a roll about 12 inches long. Cut witha sharp. 
knife into 12 equal pieces. Form into smooth balls, Place in greased 9-inch 
cake pans about 14 inch apart. Separate remaining egg. Beat egg yolk 
with 2 tablespoons water and brush buns with the mixture, Cover buns 
‘and set in a warm place, free from draft, until doubled in bulk, Bake at 
375°F. (moderate oven) about 25 minutes. Beat remaining egg white 
and add enough to confectioners’ sugar to make spreading consistency. 
Drop from tip of spoon, making crosses on tops, of buns. Makes 2 dozen 
‘ot cross buns.
